TO AMEOD THE BYLAW/ FOS PR0H£S1T-

BE IT ENACTED BY THE AIAYOR

Soctiiui one of the Bylaw for Prohibit- 
ing the erection of Wooden Buildings, 
1879, is hereby repealed, and in lien 
thereof the following clause shall bo in- 
serted in the sttid Bylaw luid r»'id as 
clause one thereof:
